December. Of these ships, 884 were British, 
registered at home. 32 British registered 
in the colonies, and 237 foreigners. 540 were 
sailing ships over sea, 434 coasters, 189 
colliers and 34 steamships.

&c., occurred on the east coast, 307 on the 
west coast, 119 on the south coast, 155 on 
the Irish coast, 12 off the Sicily Isles, 11 off 
Lundy Island, 5 off the Isle of Man, and 38 
off the northern isles. 201 of the sl.ips were 
commanded by masters holding certificates o' 
competency, 290 by masters holding certifi- 
cates of service, 297 by masters of coasters, 
95 by persons whose qualifications are un- 
known, and 210 by foreigners.
